known Enemy. 
Shoals, Ind., Oct. 21.—A mysterious 
case of poisoning has developed In 
Brown township, in which an entire 
family, consisting of four children, 
with their parents, are prostrated. Al­ 
exander Fields and family went to 
Loogootee a few days ago to a horse 
show’, and upon returning they ate 
a lunch for supper. At breakfast bis­ 
cuits were served, made from flour 
which had been in the house for two 
weeks. 
Before the meal ended 
of the family became violently ill. 
Soon after another member was pros­ 
trated and the father became alarmed 
and hastened to a neighbor’s for as- 
slistance. 
While there he was also 
prostrated and was returned to his 
home In a buggy. 
A physician was 
called, who administered aid and then 
examined the flour, discovering that 
arsenic had been mixed therewith. 
The entire family continued in a crit­ 
ical condition for several days, but it 
Is now thought that all will recover. 
It is supposed that arsenic was mixed 
with the flour during the absence of 
the family at Loogootee, and an inves­ 
tigation is being conducted along lines 
that may lead to interesting develop­ 
ments. 


W. J. Bryan concluded his first 
tour of Indiana with the meeting at 
New' Albany last night, and will be 
out of the state for five days. On Oct. 
25 he will begin a two days’ trip 
through the north part of the state, 
finishing at Hammond on Oct. 26. 
There Is much speculation among poli­ 
ticians of both parties as to the actual 
results of the tour already made.

it would appear that matters are Just 
one about where they were before the Ne­ 
braskan entered the state—his talks 
haven’t made a great deal of differ­ 
ence either way.
